Several payments having been made inte, as well as out of, 
| the treasury since the date to which tho annual reports of the 
auditor and treasurer refer, which materially change the condi- 
| tion of the finances of tho Territory as exhibited by the reports 
۱ referred to, and my late message to the Legislative. Assembly ; 
and being desirous that yeu should be fully apprised of the true 
condition of the public finances up to the latest date, I herewith 
transinit a supplemental report of the auditor of public accounts, 
this day presented to me. It will be seen by reference to this 
report, that the total amonnt paid into tho treasury, from all 
i sources, from the 15th duy of November, 1835, up to and inclu- 
ding the 9th day of December, 1854, is $7,132 88, and the total 
amount paid out of the treasury Curing the same period was 


۲ $6 902 84, leaving a bslanee on hand ond uncxpended at the 
۱ date last referred to, amounting to 77222. 40, whilst the out-tand- 
۱ ing and unpaid warrants already issued, amount to $1,962 ۰ 


۱ Deducting then the emount of money remaining in the treasury 
۱ \ from the amount cf unpaid warrants, aud the balance remaining 
will be found to be 81,789 5% to be provided for, which is the 
total indebtedness of the 1 

In this conneeticn I wenid beg leave to suggest the propriety 
of requiring by law that the treasurer shall cancel all wayrants 
paid by him, lmmediateiy ater their payment, and that within 
ten days after the approval cf the act recommended, and between 
the fiftheenth and twentieth deys of November in each and every 
year thereafter, the treusurer shell exhibit to the auditor, in the 
presence of the Goversor, the original warrants paid by him, of 
which two complete degeriptive lists should be made, one to be 
filed in the Sccictary’s office, und the other recorded by the au- 
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ditor in his office; and the warrants should be burned in the 
presence of the troa surer, auditor, and Governor, 

I would also beg leave to. inform you, that there is probably 
some mistake as to the information given to yon in my laute an- 
nual message, relative to the passage of an act by Congress ap- 
propriating $19,095 04 fur the benefit of the Territory. I found 
such a provision, in the act reiorred to, a8 published in one or 
more news] apers autior:zed to print the laws of the general gov- 
ernment, and hence presnmed there could be no mistake abont 
it; but- since tha printing anl delivery of my message, the 
pamphlet edition of the statutes at large has emme to iny hands, 
and upon a close examination, Itiu] tha m rof;rred to, 
omitted. Honee it is deemed unsaíe to max? appropriations 
with the expectation of their being paid out of the fund allu- 
ded to. 

T also call سح‎ to the first section of an act of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, approved July 12th, 18 1, entitled “An act to 

mise a revenue by means of a livense tax," which is in the fol. 
lowing worda : 

“That the Lith, 12th, 13th and L7th, sections of Order No. 
10, as heretofore existing, ba and the same are hereby made the 
law of the land, with the exceptis ms hereinafter provided.” 

Then foliow the ez receptions. These orders are not to be fonnd 
iu the statute books, nor have 1 been able to find a copy else- 
where, yet they are to be regarded as the law of the land. Also 
to the 1st section of & law in the Kearny code, entitled ** Aa- 
ministrationa," which is in the Touluwing words: 

“The law heretolore in furce concerning descents, distribu- 
tions, wills ani testamenta, as contained in the treaties on these 
subjects, written by Pei: o متشه نش‎ de Lorde, shsil remain in 
force so far as they are in conformity with the constitution of the 
United States, and the state laws in force for the time being." 

ihe question presents itself as to the propriety of leaving the 
law. upon two such im وت‎ subjects 0 indefinite and ambi- - 
guous, and I respectfully submit, thet it would bo better to de- 
clare, by special ut nie, what shall be tho la w, that every citi- 
Zen, knowing, may datud ant protest his rights.

The third section provides, that any person desiring to make 
8 campaign against any tribe of Indians at war with this Ter- 
ritory, shall iuform the Governor of his intentions who shall 
grant the campaign under the condition required in the fore- 
going section.—The only condition contained in the second sec- 
tion is, that the party shall not be composed of lees than fifty

men, and if this single condition be complied with, the Gover- 
nor is rendered powerless, and although his judgment may pro- 
nounce against the propriety of any such campaign, he-could be 
obliged, under the proposed law, to yield his sanction to it. 
Section 4th provides, that the company composing any such 
campaign, shall appoint their commanding officer and such 
other officers as they may deem necessary. ‘‘under whose con- 
trol they shall be." The act of Congress establishing a territo- 
rial government for New Mexico, generally called the organic 
law, makes the Governor commander-in-chief of the militia 
thereof; yet this bill proposes to give to the commanding officer 


appointed by those cumposing such expeditions, the command, 


and depiives the Governor of all control over them whatever. 
The same act of Congress makes it incumbent upon. the Gover- 
nor to commission all officers of the Territory, and yet this bill 
provides no means of informing the Governor who has been ap- 
pointed, so as to enable him to commission them. 

“The fith section grants to the volunteer campaigns against 
the Indians, “all the spoils that may be taken, except the pro- 
perty of the United States, without reserving the right, of those 
from whom the property may have been previously taken by 
the Indians, and to whom it rightfully and legally belonged, 
which, to my mind, is contrary to every principle of justice. 
It also proposes to dispose of property captured in war, a right 
which alone belongs to the genral government, and cannot be 
rightfully exercised by any other power. 

The seventh section of the bill imposes the penalty of death 
upon any person who shall, while engaged in any such campaign, 
steal the property of any person of this Territory. Capital pun- 
ishment, for the crime of larceny, is very unusual, and has long 
since been abolished in most, if not all, the States of this Union, 
and is deemed to be more than adequate to the offence, and 
whenever this is the case, it will be difficult to get a jury to con- 
viet, 

The 8th section makes it the duty of the justices of the peace 
and probate judges to order the citizens to go in pursuit of any 
Indians who may commit depredatiuns, without specifying un- 
der whose command they shall go, and the aet of Congress guar- 
anteeing to the citizens indemnification for property taken by 
the Indians, expressly does so upon condition that there has 
been no “seeking or attempting to obtain private satisfaction or 
revenge." Hence, if a citizen who has lost his property refuses 
to go in pursuit, he violates the law of the Territory, and if he 
Pan go, he forfeits his claim upon the government of the United 

tates. 

The government of the United States has reserved to itself 
the exclusive right to regulate all Indian affairs within thé ter- 
ritory thereof, and the Governor of this Territory is. by the or- 
ganic law, made superintendent of the Indian affairs of the 
same. He receives his instructions from the proper Department 
of that government, and from that source alone, which instruc- 
tions he is bound to obey. The bill imposes upon him certain

Gentlemen of the Council 
and House of Representatives + 


In the discharge of my official duty, it again becomes proper 
for me to lay before the Legislative Assembly the condition of 
the Territory, and call your attention to such subjects as, in my 
opinion, require legislative action. I do this with a firm re- 
liance upon your better knowledge and information, to supply 
any omissions upon my part. 
regret extremely to inform you that since the adjournment 
of the last Legislative Assembly, our citizens have suffered 
much from depredations committed by the Indians, Many 
valuable lives have been sacrificed, several of our people borne 
off into captivity, and a large amount of property lost, notwith- 
standing the efforts made by the United States troops stationed 
in our Territory, assisted by the. militia, to prevent ‘such oc- 
currences. These depredations became so frequent, and the 
p eet for the future so alarming, as to induce the Hon. Wm. 
. Messervy, then the acting Governor of the Territory, to call 
out a portion of the militia of the counties of San Miguel and 
Rio Arriba, to assist in protecting the frontiers. But Iam 
sorry to inform you that for the want of arms, ammunition, 
and other equipments, the militia had but little opportunity of 
rendering much valuable service; and I am equally sorry to 
say that the officers in command have reported to the Execu- 
tive, that in some instances portions ofthe militia ordered out 
L2 
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rofused to obey the call and assist in protecting the lives and 
property of the community. E | 

It often happens that the militia are ealled upon to ren- 
der service at times when many cannot leave their homes with- 
ouf inconvenience and great sacrifice, and I would ۵ 
recommend that the Governur be authorized by law to receive 
volunteers into the service when an emergency shall arise, in-. 
stead of calling out the militia. The reasons for this recom- 
mendations are obvious, and hence : nly one will be assigned, as 
that alone is deemed adequate. If volunteers are called for, 
such men will enter the service as can leave their homes con- 
veniently, and having entered the service of their country will- 
ingly, cheerfully, and of their own accord. they will be more 
likely to render good service, than those who may be forced to 
fight by compulsion, and at times when their presence may be 
absolutely necessary at home. Little doubt is entertained that 
a sufficient number of good men would respond to the call of 
‘their country, whenever necessary, to meet any probable eon- 
tingency which may arise. | 

lt isa matter of deep regret that I should be compelled to 
eall attention to the fact of individuals having engaged in trade 
with the Indians, and in some instances selling them powder 
and lead, whilst occupying a hostile attitude towards us. With- 
eut strong evidence of the fact, it would be difficult to bring the 
mind to believe, that whilst the community generally were ene 
gaged in hostilities, and a fortion in a deadly struggle to pre- 
tect their lives and property from the ruthless savages, indivi- 
duals eould be found capable of supplying the savage foe 
with the means of prosecuting hostilities, This is a matter de- 
manding prompt attention at the hands of the representatives 
of the people, and severe penalties should beimposed to prevent 
a repetition and punish future offenders. | 

1 would recommend that a memorial be presented to Congress, 
requesting that honorable body to authorize a loan of five hun- 
dred stand of arms, for the use of the volunteers when assisting 
in the defense of our frontiers against the incursions of the Ine. 

jans, 

lam happy to have it in my power to inform you that the. 
long disputed question of boundary between this Territory and. 
the State of Chihuahua has been amicably settled by the gov- 
ernments of the United States and Mexico, and that the treaty 
recently concluded between the two republics, and the act of the 
Congress of the United States, confirm to this Territory the 
Mesilla valley, together with about fifteen thousand square 
miles of land in addition thereto. This may render it necessary 
and prcper that the newly acquired territory should be erected 
into one or more new counties, or be added to some other 
connty or counties already established. I call your attention to. 
the subject that it may be disposed of as you may deem most 
expedient, and invite your early^attention to it. 

Experience only serves to confirm the opinion expressed, by 
me in my annual message to the Legislative Assembly at the 
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last session, ìn relation to the propriety of creating a revenue 
sufficient to pay the ordinary expenses of the territorial govern- 
ment, as fast as they fall due; and for the reasons which sug- 
gested themselves to my mind in favor of such a measure, 1 beg 
leave to refer you to that message. ‘It is true that the Congress 
of the United States, at its last session, among many laws, 
highly beneficial to New Mexico, passed two which materially 
affect our financial condition, and will render an immediate re- 
sort to taxation less necessary. I allude to the act of Congress 
authorizing the Secretary of the Territory to pay to Juan C. 
Armijo, José L. Perea, and James L. Collins, the amount due 
them respectively, for money loaned to the Territory under 
a joint resolution approved June 17th, 1851; and the act autho- 
rizing the Sec. of War to pay the civil officers of the Territory 
employed under the military government, the salaries due to 
them from September 291, 1848, to March 3d, 1851, and to 
authorize the payment of $12,098 64 to the Territory of New 
Mexico, for advancements made in part payment of said sala- 
ties. These two acts of Congress will entirely relieve the Ter- 
ritory from debt, and there will be a surplus in the treasury 
when that is accomplished; but unless additional: revenue be 
created, this surplus will soon be exhausted, and the treasury 
will again be without funds to mect the demands upon it. 


The last mentioned act authorizes the payment of this 
$12.098 64 to such agent as may be appointed to receive the 
‘same, and [ would recommend that the appointment of such an 


agent be authorized by law at an early day, so as to render this. 


fund available as soon as pravticable, 


It will become the duty of the Legislative Assembly, at its 
present session, to apportion the representation in the Council 
and Honse of Representatives among the several counties and 
districts of the Territory; and the organic law provides tha£ 
this apportionment shall be made according to the population. 
Indeed this is the only ‘correct mode of, making such apportion- 
ment, and yet I find no law upon the statute books authorizing 
or requiring & census or enumeration to be made upon wüieh 
to base such apportionment. I would, therefore, recom mond 
that this omission be supplied by the enactment ofa law re- 
quiring such a census to be taken every two years; Otherwise 
great injustice may be done to some of the counties, in making 
such apportionment. In view of the absence of proper data 
upon which to base an apportionment, I take the liberty of 
stating the amount of population in cach county of the Ter- 
ritory, according to the census taken by the United States 
Marshal in 1850, which is as fellows:

T would again eall the attention ofthe Legislative Assembly 
to the cause of education, and refer you to my last annual 
message tfor the reasons which suggested themselves to my 
minc, in favor of a general diffusion of knowledge and the 
culture of the mind, amgng the masses of our population. 
There is no subject whatever of more vital importance than 
. this, nor one more imperiously demanding the enlightened at- 
tention of the Legislative Assembly. It is one in which the 
entire community, both individually and collectively, are deep- 
ly interested, and upon which much of its future welfare and 
prosperity is dependent.  . | 

In this connection 1 would call your attention to the fact that 
there are a number of school books now in the possession of the 
Secretary of the Territory. and respectfully recommend that this 
officer be authorized to distribute them to the several schools 
now in operation, One of the greatest difficulties with which 
the canse of educaticn has to contend, is the scarcity of books, 
and I know of no more profitable manner of disposing of those 
on hand, than the one snegested. ۱ ۱ 

Liberal appropriafions having been made by Congress, and 
the money placed in an available position, for the completion of 
the Capitol buildings and the erection of a penitentiary in the 
Territory, every necessary arrangement will be made to com- 
mence operations upon those two edifices at as early a day as 
practicable, so as to secure their completion in the shortest pos- 
sible time. And as persons ect victes 0^ crime are now retained 
in jail at a heavy cost to the counties or Territory, and liable to 
make their escape with great facility, owing t: the want of good 
and sufficient jaits for their retention, I would respectfully re- 
commend the passage of a law directing the employment of 
convicts upon the two public buildings alladed to. If this be 
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done, the convicts can be kept in greater security, whilst their 
labor will pay the cost of their feeding and safe eustody. 

At the last session of the Congress of the United States, that 
Honorable body responded to the memorials of the Legislative 
Assembly, askiug for the improvement ofthe road from Santa 
Fé to Taos, and trying the experimen? of boring an Artesian 
Well on the great jornada between Fray Cristobal and Robledo, 
by making an appropriation of twenty thousand dollars for the 
first object, and twelve thousand for the second. And I would 
suggest the propriety of your, memorializing Congress, at the 
earliest practicable day ofthe session, in favor of an apprupria- 
tion for the improvement of the road from Fort Union to Santa 
Fé. This is one of the most important roads in the Territory : 
a road over which the mail from Independence to Santa Fé 
must necessarily pass, leading too, from the head quarters of 
the General commanding this military department, to one ofthe 
most important military posts in the department; and one over 
which all of the merchandize and military stores directed for 
Santa Fé, and points north of it, must be transported. It be- 
comes a matter of great importance to every interest fo keep it 
in repair, but as there is not sufficient population along the course 
of the road or contiguous to it, to accomplish this desirable end, 
hence this great thoroughfare has become almost impassable. 

+ would again call attention to the condition of the jails of 
the Territory, and earnestly recommend that provision be made 
for feeding the prisoners confined in them. Without good and 
sufficient: jails for the safe custody of persons arrested for the 
commission of crime, it is impossible to enforce the laws and 
pun sh offenders; and for the want of adequate provisions for 
feeding the prisoners, several of the county sheriffs have expen- 
ded for that object - portions of the revenue collected for other 
purposes, and belonging to the Territorial treasury. The last 
year’s experience teaches us, that in a majority of the cases of 
imprisonment where there is a strong probability of conviction, 
the prisoners make their escape before trial; indeed such is the 
facility of escaping, that the penal laws remain almost a dead 
letter upon the statute book. Your earnest attention is invited 
to tis subject and a hope cherished that the evil will be reme- 

ied, | 

I have felt. myself constrained to withhold my approva! and 
eignature from four bills and one joint resolution passed at the 
last session of the Legislative Assembly, of the following titles, 
viz: 

An act regulating the form of executions, &o., 

An aet amending the revenue laws in the Kcarny code, 

An act inereasing the jurisdiction of Probate Judges, 

۱ An act to prevent sheep and goats passing over cultivated 
ands, 

A Joint Resolution without any title. 

My objection to the first two is, that they contain no enacting. 
clause; the titles to the bills are set forth, but the power and 
authority by which they were enacted is omitted, and hence they 
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could have no binding effect as laws. My objections to the third 
‘are, that it is illy digested, not definite in ita terms, and sns- 
ceptible of different constructions. My objections to the fourth 
are, that it gives to the Probate Judges jurisdiction to hear and 
determine all controversies whatsoever, including titles to lands, 
Where the amount in controversy does not exceed three hundred 
dollars, and establish such regulations as they may deem proper 
‘to prevent trespasses, , 
I doubt very much the propriety of granting to Probate Jud- 
ges jurisdiction over the land titles of the Territory, even to this ` 


limited extent. Where the home of the citizen is in contro- 


“versy, his title to that home should be adjudicated upon by a 
court of higher authority than a Probate court. And I also 
doubt the propriety aud power to delegate to probate judges 
authority to establish such rules and regnlations, as any one of 
them may deet proper to prevent animals from trespassing on 
fields, مث‎ The laws of the Territory should be uniform in the 
several counties, yet if this power be granted, different rules of 


law may exist, and different penalties be imposed for the same 


‘offence, in each and every county. 
. My objections to the joint resolution are manifold and in- 
superable It proposes to review and put in force in this Terri- 
tory, the old ordinances and laws of Spain which were in force 
in the Mexican Republie at ‘the date of the ratification of the 
treaty of peace (Guadalupe Hidalgo) between that gcvernment 
and the United States. These ordinances and laws embrace 
several hundred pages of printed matter, and very few copies 
are to be found iu our country at this tune: yet if is proposed to 
revive and put them in foree here, as the laws of the land, 
‘without embodying them in the statute, so as to enable our citi- 
zens to ascertain what provisions are contained therein, This 
ds proposed to be done by a joint resolution of the Legislative 
Assembly, merely referting to thom as or Haines aed Jaws in 
force at the date of the ratifieation of the frenty vesc rod tu, — 
From the scarcity and difficulty of procuring ceplus of these سرن‎ 
dinances aud laws at this fime, eomipasrativelv speaking few of 
our citizens can be presumed to know their provisions ; and it is 
deemed to be bad poiiey to have any laws in. foree which are 
not accessible to all. In addition to this., the ordinances and 
laws sought to be revived, contain many provisions, and create . 
many, offices and tribunals, entirely inconsistent and at war wita 
the priuciples and genius of the present government. 
he fore. oing bills and joint resolution were presented for 

my approval at the close of the last session of the Legislative 
Assembly, without sufficient time being allowed me tu return 
them with my objections, before the final adjournment of that 
holy, And although there is no law requiriug the Governor 
‘to return a bill with his cbjeetions, which docs not meet his 
approval, respect for the Legislative Assembly would prompt 
me to do so whenever time will admit of this being done, with 
due consideration. . 

I herewith transmit to the Legislative Assembly, the annual 
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reports of the Auditor and Treasurer of tha Territory, for the’ 
fiscal year ending'on the 15th of November last, by which it: 
appears that the total amount received into the treasury during’ 
that year was $4582 76, and the amount of payments made 
during the same period was $4,772 39 whilst the outstanding! 
and unpad warrants amount to $3.242 22, leaving this amount 
unprovided ۰, i : 

When the sum of $12,098. 64 before alluded to, as baying 
been'appeopriated by Con;ress to the Territory, is received into 
the treasury, there will be a surplus unexpended, amounting to - 
$8,550 44, and I would respectfully recommend that this sum 
be appropriated to the payment of the militia called into the 
service during the last spring and summer to assist in repelling 
Indian incursions. There is no doubt that the government of 
the United States will eventually pay these men, and still less 
doubt that Congress will make an appropriation to reimburse 
the amount, if paid by the Territory: and as many of those who 
were tlius called from their homes, at an unseasonable time, for 
the general good, are poor and need their pay, and as it may be 
a year or more before the subject can be finally acted upon by 
Congress, and as this surplus is not wanted at the present time 
for. immediate use, I would recommend that it be employed in 
the manner indicated; for there is no man who more richly de- 
serves to ba paid promptly, than he who fights the battles of his 
country. 

I would also recommend that a memorial be transmitted to 
the Congress of the United States, relative to property taken 
and destroyed by the Indians of this Territory, and asking that 
au appropriation may be made to indemnify our citizens for 
such losses. The 17th section of the act approved June 30th, 
1834, guarantees to every citizen and inhabitant of the United 
States, indemnitication for all such losses, but no appropriation 
has been made by Congress to enable the Commissioner of Indi- 
an Affairs to liquidate and pay to the injured varties the amounts 
severally due them. Both the Legislative and Executive de- 
partments of the general government are pledged, by a sulemn 
act of Congress, to pay such claims, when properly presented ; 
many have recently been presented, and there can be no doubt 
of an appropriation being made, whenever the subject is prop- 
erly presented for the consideration of Congress. The magni- 
tude of the claims already presented, is by no means inconsid 
erable, many of oar citizens are deeply interested in them; and 
I know of no more appropriate plan of arresting the attention 
of Congress to the subject, than the one suggested. 

I have recently been informed of the release from captivity of 
two Mexiean boys, named Domingo Benavides and Pedro Mi- 
guel Gonzalez, who were captured last spring by Cheyenne In- 
dians, in the vicinity of Anton Chico. These captives were ta- 
ken to the east side of the Arkansas hiver, and procured their 
release through General Whitfield, Indian Agent for the Ter- 
ritory of Nebraska, at some cost to himself, which should be 
refunded. I therefore recommend that the Legislative Assem- 
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` bly make an appropriation sufficient to pay the cost of the re~ 


lease and restoring these, together with such other captives as 
may be released, to their homes and families, These two little 
boys are now at: Westport, in the State of Missouri, where 
they will be well taken care of until they can be sent to this. 
Teiritory. General Whitfield informs me, by letter, that they 
are held subject to my order, and I have directed them to be 
sent to their homes by the first train leaving that place for this 
Territory, not doubting that the Legislative Assembly would 


provide for the payment of the cost.

Whilst the President is putting any question, or ad- 
dressing the chamber, none shall walk ont or across the chamber, 
nor in such case when a member is speaking shall entertain pri- 
vate discourse, nor whilst a member is speaking shall pass be- 
tween him and the President. 

Art. 10. Biils received from the House of Representatives, 
and those originating in the Council shall receive three several 
readings as mentioned in article 9d of chapter first.

His Excellency D. MERIWETHER, 
Governor of the Territory of New Mexico : 


SIR : l 

The time for rendering a report upon the financial affairs of 
this Territory entrusted to my charge having arrived, I have 
the honor to state that there has been collected from the several 
sources Of revenue, and paid into the territorial treasury, during 
the past year, the sum of $4582 76, while warrants have been 
drawn during that time on the territorial treasury in payment 
for services rendered the Territcry, (the vouchers for which are 
on file in this office), to the amount of $4772 39, showing an 
excess of expenditures over the receipts of $189 63, to which 
add the amount of $3059 59 outstanding warrants unpaid at 
the last report, and we find $3242 22 to be the total amount of 


the indebtedness of the Territory for which warrants have been 
drawn. 
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The"sum of $200 has been paid on the loan made by Dow 
Antonio J. Martinez, and probably the entire amount will be 
_ taken up upon the arrival of his agent in Santa Fé, 

The government of the United States having relieved the 
Territory of the balance due on the sum of $10,000 00 loaned 
for the expenses of the Legislature, the entire indebtedness of 
the Territory, which can be ascertained from any record in this- 
office, is contained in the above mentioned accounts, against 
which there are outstanding aceounts due the Territory amount- 
ing to 94748 92, trom which deduct the appropriation to Mr 
R. M. Stepbens, late sheriff cf the county of Santa Fé, of $1,4- 
77 81, which appropriation is not yet settled, and we find the 
sum of $3271 11 as the total of assets with which to pay her 
debts, and of this probably no more than $2150 will be collected, 
leaving still a balance against the Territory of nearly $1100, 
aside from the balance and interest due on the loan. 

3y reference to the paper mark«d A will be seen a statement 
in detail of the receipts and expenditures for the past year, and 
by reference to paper D will be seen the state of the treasury as 
at present exhibited on the books of this office in a condensed 
form, T | 

I would respectfully call your attention fo paper marked C, 
Wherein will be sean the accounts of the different. collectors of 
the several eourties. | 

From the county of Taos there has been reported as collected 
the sum of $799, of which@21 is still due by Mr Marcelino 
Vigil. At one time during the past year Mr Vigil was a de- 
faulter in a considerable sum, but owing to the exertions of Mr 
James H. Quinn, the district attorney for the £d district, it has 
all been collected with the-exception of the sum mentioned 
above. Mr Vigil, I believe, failed to give bond as collector, 
and was succeeded by Mr N. Martinez, who has settled prompt- 
ly. pa 
d From the county of Rio Arriba the sum of $158 has been re- 
ported as collected, and paid in promptly. I wonld here state 
that the probate courts of this county ure in the habit of grant- 
ing licenses for a less period than six months, but proportioned 
to the rate fixed by law. 

- From the county of Santa Fé there has been no report since 
last July. "During the July term of the court I caused suit to 
be commenced against Mr Stephens for the whole amount shown 
to be dne by him, as he had failed to pay up the entire differ- 
ence between the amount charged him and the amount of the 
appropriation, which suit is yet pending in the court. Before 
conimencing the suit against him, 1 examined the witnesses he 
produced under oath, as to the number of prisoners confined in 
jail during the time mentioned in the act for his relief, and 
which at 25 ets per day for each prisoner resulted in the sum of 
$1528 75. Mr Stephens states as a reason for the diference, 
that he had had insteuctions fion: the eourt to allow 314 cts per 
day for the board of each prisoner, but as the law only allows 
25 cis, I could not of course allow more. It is expected that 
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this suit will be decided at the next term of the court.” Of the 
balance shown to be due by Mr Labadi, I believe that a portion 
has been paid by him, how much will be shown by the report 
of the territorial treasurer; the balance, Mr Labadi stated, had 
been expended by him for the support of prisoners in the county 
jail owing to the insolvency of the county treasury. I would 
respe fully recommend that some steps be taken by which the 
county should be made responsible for this and other debts, and 
yet allowed sufficient time to liquidate them. 

From the county of San Mignel $431 has been collected and 
paid in up to the 11th of July last, the revenue from this county 
has considerably decreased for carresponding terms. 

From the county of Santa Ana there has been full reports for 
the entire year, and the sum of $140 00 collected and paid in. 

From the county of Bernalillo there has been full returns, 
showing that $1,045 50 has been collected and paid in. | 

From the county of Valencia the sum of $216 00 has been 
collected and paid in, up to last July, part of which was due 
last year. I caused suit to be commenced againt a fcrmer clerk 
of the Probate court for having failed to make his returns of the 
revenue collected in the county according to law, the result of 
which I have not as yet heard. i 

From the county of Socorro there has been returns made to 
July last, and the amount reported paid in. As directed by an 
aet passed at the last session, approved February. 4th, 1854, the 
sum of $175 00 was placed to the credit of Mr A podacea, and 
therefore closes his account with the Territory, but as yet L have ۰ 
not heard what was the decision of the court in regard to the 
payment of the costs in the suit instituted some time since 0 
recover that amount from him. ۱ ۱ 

From the county of Do&n Ana reports have been received to 
date of September 8th 1854. 

Of the balance of $227 00 due by Mr Campbell, I suppose it 
will be paid about the time the Legislature meets, With regard 
to the balance due by John Jones. I can only say that he ab- 
sconded from the Territory last spring, taking with him, if is 
supposed, the sum charged against him. This loss would not 
probably have occurred, had the said Jones ever given security 
as collector. I hope in a few days to procure a copy of his bond 
as Sheriff, which Í believe was given, to ascertain if it is not 
possible to recover the amount due by him trum his securities 
as Sheriff. I expect that upon the arrival of the members of 
the Lesislature from this eouuty, that Mr Read will settle in 

I would here suggest that a law be passed requiring copies of 
the bonds ofthe several sheriff's and collectors to be filed in this 
office, to prevent the recurrence of any more such di-asters as 
that which happened in the county of l'ofía Ana. 

Paper D presents a tabular statement of the numberand kind 
of license, and the time in which they were granted in each 
county of the Territory.

To liquidate this, and the debt now due, I would suggest tha. 
propriety, or in fact the absolute necessity, of raising a portion 
of the revenue by a general tax. 

It appears from the census returns of 1850 that there was a 
little more than five millions of dollars of real and personal prop- ` 
erty in the Territory. I presume, however, that there has been 
no considerable increase in the value of the real estate, while I 
am confident that the amount of personal property has decreased 
very considerably, but suppose that upon a just assessment being 
had, about three millions five hundred thousand doilars would 
be found invested in real and personal property. A tax, there- 
fore, of one-ifth of one per cent. would yield $7,000, from which 
deduct about $2,000 for cost of collection and delinquents, and 
we find $5,000 to be the nett proceeds for Territorial purposes ; 
barely enough, I may say, to pay off the present liabilities and 
place the treasury in a safe pecuniary condition. l 

For the relief of the counties, L would suggest the levying of 
a poll tax of not less than 50 cents for each male over the age of 
15 years; and as in 1850 there were, over that age, in the

In my report tu the territorial auditor, I submitted to that 
officer in abstract form the Nos. of all warrants cashed at the 
treasurer’s office, their amounts, and also a description of the 
face of the same, the better to enable him to check off ali can- 
celled warrants, and ascertain from his office the amount and 
Nos. outstanding. 

Relative to the territorial loan of ten thousand dollars, I can 
find nothing on the books in my offic- The laté treasurer gave 
me a statement, of the same (which I have placed in the hands 
of the “Hon. Secr tary” of the Territory), from whom I learn 
that money has been placed at his disposition to cancel the 
amounts due James L. Collins, Esq., Juan C. Armijo, Esq., 
and José Leandre, Esq. 

On Jnly 10th. 1854. I paid to Charles Blumner, U. S. Mar- 
shal, agent for José Antonio Martinez, tho sum of two hundred 
dollars. in part payment of a loan (authorized by an act of the 
Legislature, to pay iur the services of clerks), of five handred

The bond and statement of the same are in this Office, but no 
avcounts of the loan are upon the beoks to my knowledge. Du- 
ring the absence f your Exevitency, Hon, W. B. Messervy, act- 
ing Governor, paid into the treasury the eum of three bundred 
and sixty dollars, which was received of the General Govern- 
ment, and applied to the payment of warrants drawn in favor of 
services rendered by clerks after the final adjournment of the 
Legislature in 1852. 

Many requests have been made at this office for the standard 
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weights and measures ; and I regret to state that it has been, and 
is now, impossible to comply with the law, for the reason of the 
impoverished state of the treasury. | 

Last August I wrote to the Delegate of the Territory in rela- 
tion to weights and measures, but 1 have-not heard from him in 
this relation. 

So far as it laid in the power of the Treasurer, the law has 
‘been complied with. The county of Valencia has been supplied _ 
with half-fanega, almud, yard stick, vara, and the guages for the 
almud and half-fanega. The same articles are on hand for 
Dofia Ana county, awaiting an opportunity to send them. By 
mail, the transportation asked seemed to me exhorbitant; how- 
ever, they will soon be sent by a more economical conveyance, 

I regret that it is impossible for the treasurer to pay the sala- 
ries of the probate judges and other officers cf the Territory.— 
There has not been paid into the treasury, in cash, a sufficiency 
to pay more than one quarter's salary. 

The county of Santa Fé has not paid more than ۹۰8 87 in h 
cash ; and up to date, not a single sheriff of Santa Fé county 1 
bas settled in fall of Auditor’s certificate with this office. N 

Abstracts A. B. C. D. and E , which havs been submitted to i 
the Auditor's office, contain a clear statement of the accounts of 
some of the sheriff?s who have notscttled in accordance with the : 
law, and I would most respectfully suggest an examination of ٭×‎ 
the abstracts submitted to his office. 

It is impossible for the Treasurer to compel any delinquent to ١ 
settle with this office, which must be a matter of some regret. i 
Some of the sheriffs, I understand, receive from our merchants ۱ 
|

cash, in payment of licenses, and instead of paying the same 
into the treasury, it is to some extent used in purchasing Terri- 
torial warrants, at a heavy discount. ‘This is to be sincerely re- 
gretted; tending, as it does, to the very worst and most odious 
depreciation of the Territorial credit. 

Many of our public officers complain bitterly on account of 
not being able to receive the salaries to which they are justly 
entitled. 

Some timein the month of August last, Imadeit my duty, in 
accordance with the law, to examine the half fanegas, almuds, 

-yand yard sticks, and I found that some were selling by the same 
unlawfully, as they were not branded. After due notice being 
given them, a great part of them have complied with the law.
